CHICAGO, Oct. 29 (Associated Press). 
—Attacking the theory of ‘‘the living 
wage ’’ as a basis for determining wages 
of railroad workers, the public and rail- 
road groups of the Railway Labor Board 
in an opinion made public tonight as- 
serted such a course, ‘if carried to its 
legitimate conclusion, would wreck every 
railroad in the United States. and, if 
extended to other industries, would carry 
them into communistic ruin.”’ 

The opinion, in the form of a rejoinder 
to a dissenting opinion filed by A. C. 
Wharton, labor member, in the recent 
decision increasing the pay of main- 
tenance of way employes 2 cents an

PARIS, Oct. .29.—Deputy Gratien Can- 
dace has sent. an open letter to M. de 
Lasteyrie, Minister of Finance, protest- 
ing against the efforts of French 
branches of American banks to sell 
United States Government bonds here. 
He nfakes his protest on the text of a 
circular of the Bankers Trust Company 
offering Washington Treasury 4% per 
cent. bonds. His argument is that 
French laws forbidding the exporting of 
capital call for Government interven- 
tion against such offers. He asks why 
America, which has so much gold al- 
ready, should need French subscrip- 
tions, and resents the advertising of 
American bonds at a time when the 
French Government ts floating a loan. 

The Petit Bleu, always interested in

Sir Basil. Thomson, K. C. B., 
criminologist, for many years head of 
tre Criminal Investigation Department 
of Scotland Yard and Director of In- 
telligence during the war, arrived here

‘IT am not conversant with the facts | 
in the Hall case,’’ he said, ‘‘ and there- 
fore it would not be ‘ cricket’ for me to 
venture any opinions. From what I 
have read and heard of the case, how- 
ever, it appears to have every element 
of an absorbing mystery.” 

When told of the latest evidence given | 
in the case by Mrs. Jane Gibson, who 
says she was an eyewitness of the mur- | 
der, Sir Basil replied that he did not, 
always place the greatest ¢fedence iff 
information of that sort, ~*~ 


Cites South Sea Islanders. 


“Yet the very discrepancies may 
prove the authenticity of her evidence,”’ 
he continued. “ Experience with South |

one in a town in New Jersey. The na-|

GOV. MILLER’S DEFEAT 


In Letter to Smith, Calls Republi- 
can Candidate an “Obstrac- 
tion to Navigation.” 


Comparing progress to a constantly 
moving stream, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
urged the defeat of Governor Miller as 


‘an obstruction to navigation,’’ In a 
letter to Alfred EH. Smith, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, made public 
yesterday. 

‘I am glad you are getting away 
from a debate on bookkeeping and de- 
tails of administration,”’ r. Roosevelt 
wrote Mr. Smith. ‘‘ Most persons have 
come to the concluston that Governor 
Miller didn’t save such a lot of money 
anyway, and the taxes we all are paying 
bear this out. Most persons, too, have 
caught on to the fact that Governor 
Miller has managed to keep ‘the Repub- 
ican Party machine pretty’ well oiled 
with jobs and perquisites just the same. 

sh ere are bigger issues and deeper 
fundamentals. For instance, it, is no 
use to say that Governor Miller’s can- 
didacy has nothing to do with the Re- 
publican Administration in W ashington. 
He has tied himself so firmly to party

civilization, while we proclaimed it as 
oné to save democracy. We might be 
able to believe some of this if it were 
not for the fact that as soon as the 
war was over the victors became poten- 
tially the enemies of one another in 
their competition for trade.’’

Views of a London Journalistic Vis- 
itor for Domestic Information. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a British delegate to the United 
States from the Newspaper Proprietors’ 
Association of London, and as an old 
member of the staff of The Manchester 
Guardian, I have been impressed dur- 
ing a stay of four: weeks with the keen 
interest taken by Americans in the 
British political situation, and with the 
well-informed writing on it in the daily 
press. Incidentally, this attitude hardly 
accords with the theory that the United 
States has little or no interest in Europe. 

Everywhere 3k have gone the inquiry 
has been as to Lloyd George and his 
political future. One theory may be dis- 
missed at once. Lioyd George is not 
played out. There is no real parallel be- 
tween him and Wilson. The latter is 
broken in health. Lioyd George has still 
the health and inexhaustible vitality of 
a schoolboy. Those of us who knew him 
intimately in his early days wonder in- 
creasingly at the youthful vivacity which 
has survived all his anxieties and 
burdens, and makes him today one of 
the merriest and lightest hearted figures 
in British politics, as well as our great- 
est political personality. But will he 
come back to power as the result of the 
approaching general election? No one 
familiar with the British political situa- 
tion from the inside can say. The old 
party system has been so broken up that 
it is impossible to predict with any con- 
fidence which party will emerge from 
the struggle. Anything, in fact, may 
happen. But a few notes may make the 
position clearer to the American mind. 

First of all, the old Liberal Party is 
merely an echo of its former self. 
Asquith, able man as he is, is too old 
for real leadership and lacks personal 
magnetism. Its hostile attitude toward 
Lloyd George is sufficiently indicated 
by the refusal of the National Liberal 
Club In London to have Lloyd George’s 
portrait on its walls. Moreover, it thinks 
persistently in prewar terms, and has 
failed to keep step with the new condi- 
tions. It might truly be said that its 
future lies behind it. 

Secondly, the old Conservative Party, 
led by Bonar Law, is also divided with- 
in itself. The greater part desire to go 
back to the old party system, but a con 
siderable minority favor a more central 
national policy. Here again the new! 
party will not command the whole party 
vote. Between these two Lloyd George, | 
with his wonderful personality and} 
equally wonderful political record, wilil| 
appeal to sections of both the old Lib- | 
eral and Conservative Parties, as well | 
as to that large body of voters not/ 
definitely allied to any party. The latter | 
is often the force that decides an elec- | 
tion in England. Is it tired of Lloyd } 
George and does it favor a change just | 
for the sake of change? Nobody can} 
say; the resultssof the polls alone will | 
show. 

Meanwhile, there is the Labor Party | 
to be reckoned with. It has a definite) 
program and is very serious in its bid | 
for political power. But the country! 
fears the Bolshevist party within it, who’ 
have fomented discontent, éncouraged 
strikes, and played the part of mischief- 
makers. Their record in these matters’! 
tends to alarm the moderate citizen, and | 
for the sake of national peace and 
safety he may refuse to trust Labor with; 
the reins. 

In all these circumstances it is impos- 
sible to predict what will happen with 
any certainty. George may come back ; | 
Labor may slip in; the Conservatives | 
may get a small majority. The great | 
probability, however, is that no one | 
party will get a conclusive majority | 
which will make them independent of ali 
the other competing parties, and the un- | 
successful parties will be able, by com-/{ 
bining together, to make a see-saw of | 
the Government. Moreover, any party 
which wins against Lleyd George will | 
have the ex-Premier as an opponent, 
with his great resources as a debater 
and strategist and his still great gift of: 
appealing to the masses, On the whole, | 
it woulld be unwise to prophesy; but!

Historic Edifice Where Washington 
Irving Worshipped.

ANGLO-BRAZILIAN EXCHANGE 


The London Times Comments on the 
| Unsatisfactory Condition. 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—The London Times 
in its financial columns comments 
lengthily on the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of exchange relations with Brazil. 
It declares that Anglo-Brazilian banking 


and commercial circles are anxiously 


waiting to learn what practical results 


will follow the installation of the new 
Government in the direction of removal 
or modification of these regulations. 

It complains that the Government’s 
fiscalization of exchange confers @ mo- 


nopoly on the Banco do Brazil, which 


is really a private institution; it admits 


that fiscalization was provoked by ex- 
cessive speculation carried on by cer- 
tain foreign houses, but not by British 
banks, and points out that in their ef- 





zilian authorities have discriminated 
against all foreign banks. Thus the stop- 
page of one evil-entailed the establish- 
ment of another and different evil. In 
| any case, the restoration of a free mar- 
ket in exchange was badly needed, in 
the interests of Brazil herself. 

The paper hopes that the incoming 
President, despite the difficulty of abol- 
ishing State regulations once set up, 
will recognize the unsatisfactory results 
of State interference with the exchange 
market.

The New York Symphony. 
The New York Symphony Orchestra 


gave the first of its season’s concerts 
esterday afternoon in Aeolian Hall be- 
ore a large audience that greeted Mr. 
Damrosch warmly as he came out, the 
orchestral plasess rising, as orchestral 
players do in these.days. The first pro- 
gram comprised two interesting compo- 


sitions that were heard for the first 


time, though both are far from new. 
One was a ‘concerto grosso"’ by An- 
tonio Vivaldi, a composer of the first 
half of the eighteenth century and 
earlier, cmv agg arranged for modern 
performance by Sam Franko of this city. 

As it was presented yesterday it con- 
sists of three movements for string or- 
chestra, with harpsichord part, indispen- 
sable in the eighteenth century orchestra, 
put upon the modern An. The ‘' con- 
certo ’’ in the first and third movements 
consists of two violins, and in the third 
of one violin, viola and ‘cello. The com- 
position is of superb vigor and strength, 
mn which the varied elements of beauty 
shining through the repose and sim- 
plicity of the old master’s expression. 
The program annotator falls into an 
old error when he says that Bach 
thought so highly. of Vivaldi's violin 
concertos that he transcribed sixteen 
of them for the clavier, Of these tran- 
scriptions it has been found that about 
half are not by Vivaldi at all; and there 
‘are critics who doubt whether Bach 
himself really made any of them. 

r. Damrosch conducted the concerts 
from the piano, as was the old custom, 
except that the plano was then the harp- 
sichord. And it may have occurred to 
some that there would have been an ef- 
fect more suitable if either a true harp- 
sichord or one of those modern pianos 
modified to imitate the harpsichord tone 
had been used. But perhaps the -plat- 
form was not‘ large enough, for two 
modern pianos had*to be used in the 
next piece on the program, the second 
novelty. This was Saint-Saéns's ‘‘le 
Carnival des Animaux,’’ a piece of which 
only rumors have hitherto reached the 
general public. It is an elaborate ‘* jeu 
d’esprit ’’ composed in 1886 and _ per- 
formed only a few times during the com- 
poser’s lifetime on certain special occa- 
sions, some of them private. Mr. Dam- 
rosch suggested, in a word that he spoke 
before the performance, that it was per- 
haps a distrust of the musical audience’s 
sense of humor that led Saint-Saéns to 
keep it from general public performance 
till after his death. 

There are fourteen numbers in the 
composition, which is for orchestra and 
two pianos. It is probably the most 
elaborate representation of animals in 
music which has from time {immemorial 
been, upon occasion, turned toward such 
delineation. The composer’s ingenuity 
and humorous suggestion has been de- 
voted to the Hon roaring, hens and 
roosters. cackling, wild asses cavorting 
in scale passages, turtles suggested by 
playing, slowly and solemnly, a wild 
“cancan’’ from Offenbach’s operetta 
‘Orpheus in the ‘Underworld ’’; ele- 
hants by the similar device of playing 
3erlioz's ‘‘ Dance of the Sylphs’’ from 
‘““'The Damnation of Faust ’’ ponderous- 
ly on the double basses; kangaroos by 
““hopping "" music; the aquarium and 
its inmates by piano arpeggios swim- 
ming through the limpid tones of flute, 
celesta and muted strings; donkeys, 
‘*gentlemen with long ears,’’ braying 
upon violins playing high-pitched har- 
monics followed by long tones on the G 
string. The cuckoo, of the most 
familiar of musical birds, is layed 
behind the scenes faintly by a clarinet 
over soft piano chords; small birds 
twitter upon flute, piano and strings. 
Then comes a_ section marked 
“ Planists,’’ a burlesque of Czevny 
études,-and another marked “ Fossils,” 
tunes of which the composer had grown 
tired—the theme on the xylophone of 
his “ Danse Macabre ’"’; three old 
French songs and one of Rosina’s airs 
from ‘‘ The Barber of Seville.’’ Fol- 
lows ‘‘ The Swan,”’ the one movement

SHIP BRINGS 4,816 BIRDS. 


several 


132 Animals Also Come on the 
President Fillmore From Bremen. 


The President Fillmore of the United 
States Lines arrived yesterday at Ho- 
boken from Bremen, with 4,816 
birds and 132 animals, being the largest 
collection to arrive here on one ship 
since the war. Among the birds were 
3,455 canaries, mostly from the Harz 
Mountains; 300 African finches, 182 
rice birds, 75 yellow parrots from 
Upper Amazon, 200 green parrots from 
the East Indies, four cockatoos, twenty 
laughing jackasses and twenty tanagers. 

The collection of animals included a 
black Russian bear, two Indian squir- 
rels and a whistling viper, 100 sala- 
manders, all kinds of monkeys and a 
baboon from Bengal, ail consigned to 
Henry Bartels of ew York.

GEORGE E. DUNHAM DIES. 


Utica Editor and Publisher Was Ill 
Only Three Days. 


UTICA, N. Y., Oct. 29.— George BH. 


Dunham, editor and publisher of The 


Utica Daily Press, died here today after 
a three days’ illmess. He was 63 years 


old. 
Mr. Dunham, after he was graduated 
at Whitestown Seminary and Hamilton 


College, studied law in Johnstown, being 
admitted to the bar in 1880. Later he 
came to Whitestown to accept the prin- 
cipalship of the Whitestown Seminary. 
In 1882 he entered the onpiey of The 
Utica Daily Press. He _ continued his 
teaching at day, driving four miles each 
night at the completion of work, sleep- 
ing in school buildings until sessions be- 
gan. Under adverse circumstances, Mr. 
Dunham assumed control of The Press 
later that year and personally super- 
vised its growth. 

Though public spirited and prominent 
in civic affairs, Mr. Dunham declined 
political honors. In 1888 he was ap- 
pointed a manager of the Utica State 
Hospital and held that position for 
thirty-four years. At the time of his 
death Mr. Dunham was President of 
the board. 

For the last thirty years he served 
as trustee of Hamilton College. Since 


1912 he has conducted Americanization 
work. Just read for publication is a 
new book by Mr. Dunham on Americani- 


zation work. He was a non-resident 
member of the Republican and Univer- 
sity Clubs of New York. ‘The funeral 
will be held Tuesday at 2:30 P. M.

Interest on Debt to Us. 


NOTHING FOR AMORTIZATION 


And Budget Deficit is 4,000,000,000 
to 6,000,000,000 Francs — 20,- 
000,000,000 Needed in Loans.

PARIS, Oct. 29.—In view of the often- 
voiced opinion in America that France 
could pay her debt to the United States 
if she reduced her army, It is interesting 
to see from the figures of the budget 
now before the Chamber of Deputies how 
much she could pay were her military 
forces cut down. 

The 1923 budget carries an appropria- 
tion of about 4¢,600,000,000 francs for 


military expenditures, providing for an 
army of 690,000 men and for the na- 
tional gendarmerie. The gendarmie, 
which corresponds roughly to our State 
constabulary, costs about 600,000,000 
francs, leaving therefore 4,000,000,000 
francs as the cost of the army, which 
at current exchange represents about 
$340,000,000, or about the cost of the 
American Army this year. 

Under tke French military system, re- 
gardless of the exact numerical force of 
the army, a constant overhead cost for 
fortifications and equipment is always 
maintained for emergency, and this no 
French Government would abandon. 
Therefore there would not be a reduc- 
tion in military cost strictly proportional 
to a reduction in tre number of troops. 

It is estimatea that if France cut her 
army in half there would follow a re- 
duction in cost of not more than 30 por 
cent, It must be borne in mind that the 
pay of the French soldier is very small, 
and so if the French Army were now 
cut in two it weuld mean saving 1,200,- 
000,000 francs. 

While this means more to the French 
taxpayer, for the purpose of figuring 
international value the nearest approach 
to the worth of this reduction would be 
obtained by using the ee exchange 
value during the last twelve months, 
about 12 francs to the dollar, 


be made available for paying America 
from this source, even were the Gov- 
ernment to go further than the present 
Frence Parliament would under any 
ronceivable circumstances approve. 

France owes America roughly $3,000,- 
000,000. One hundred million dollars 


would then pay only 31-8 per cent. in- | 


terest, less than is now charged Eng- 
land, and would allow for no amortlza- 
tion appropriation. 


But on speculating on what use might | 
in French | 


be made of any economy 
Government expenditures it must be re- 
membered that the French budget is not 
balanced, there being in 1923 a budget 
deficit of from 4,000,000,000 to 6,000,000,- 
000 francs which cannot be calculated 
exactly ahead of time because of the 
difficulty of telling exactly 
French indirect taxes will bring in, that 
depending largely on business condi- 
tions. 

The deficit corresponds approximately 
to the amount included fn the budget to 
pay interest on 91,000,000,000 francs the 
Government has borrowed through do- 
mestic loans for reconstruction purposes 
The French Government will float a new 
loan to care for this deficit and to pro- 
vide funds for about 10,000,000,000 franca 
which will be expended in 1922 for con- 
tinuing reparation work in the north of 
France. n addition money wili have 
to be raised to meet short term obll- 
gations falling due in 1928. 
estimated that loans for some 20,000,000,- 
000 francs will be floated next year.

LAW WOULD PROHIBIT IT 


Declares It Interesting That Mayor’s 


Transit Plan Is Shelved Until 
After the Election. 


In commenting upon Mayor Hylan’s 
atest statement, Transit Commissioner 
Le Roy T. Harkness yesterday said: 

‘IT am glad to see that Mayor Hylan 
has stopped making one misstatement, 
viz., that the commission's compre- 
hensive plan involved the purchase of 
transit properties by the city. In drop- 
ping this charge and falling back on a 
|}new one, which now appears for the 
first time, some one has fallen into an 
egregious error. 

“‘In this latest statement the charge 
is now made that the commission pro- 
poses that the city shall guarantee in- 
| terest on private bonds issued. to take 
over transit properties, and that under 
the law the commission has the power to 
| compel the Board of Hstimate ‘to guar? 
antee interest on bonds which the 
Transit Commission will issue.’ of 
course, the transit plan does not con- 
template anything of the sort. In char- 





j ity, I suppose we should assume what] 


possibly is the fact—that this statement 

‘as prepared by one of the Mayor’s en- 
terprising young men with neither 
knowledge of law nor of the commis- 
| sSion’s plan, and that the Mayor let it 
go out witheut careful attention. 

‘““The Mayor is a lawyer and was a 
judge, and must be assumed to know 
the law and that_the Constitution of the 
State explicitly prohibits a city guaran- 
oar interest on private bonds. As a 
detail, it might further be pointed out 
that the Transit Commission does not 
propose to issue yf securities, The 
bonds will be issued by ae new company 
that will take the place of the existing 
companies. 

“The Mayor’s young men “really 
should be more careful, because the 
statement then goes on to criticise the 
Interborough reorganization, when only 
a couple of weeks ago the Mayor pub- 
licly stated his approval of the plan 
and said that he did it. It is difficult 
to understand just what is meant by 
the reference to the wipin out 
‘thousands of innocent small investors 
in Interborough-Metropolitan reorgani- 
zation.’ True, a lot 
| lost in the collapse of the Interborough- 
Consolidated Company, and for the in- 
nocent ones among them the commission 
has real sympathy. 

‘* However, the plain facts of the mat- 
ter are that the $114,000,000 or more of 
capitalization of the Interborough-Con- 
| solidated Company was largely water, 
}and when the almost utter absence of 
value became apparent the stock became 
practically worthless. 

‘* What does the Mayor*propose in or- 
der to safeguard misguided, if innocent, 
investors? Does he want public author- 
ity to attempt to bolster up this $114,- 
000,000 of worthless paper? He has de- 
claimed in the past about water in trac- 
tion securities, and on this point the 
commission is in agreement with him, 
and proposes to squeeze this water out, 
even though, unfortunately, mistaken in- 
vestors must lose. There is, of course, 
nothing in the insinuation that there 
was any discrimination between large 
and small holders of Interborough-Met- 
ropolitan or Interborough-Consolidated 
securities. All, large and small, suf- 
fered alike and received precisely the 
same treatment. 

**JIt should be apparent to all by this 
time why the Mayor wants the bus 
investigation called off. The commis- 
sion prosecuted its investigation of the 
various transit oompanies relentlessly 
and without fear or favor. It will do 
the same, no more, no less, in the case 
of the bus investigation, and will not 
be deterred by Mayor Hylan's fears or 
attacks. 

‘Incidentally, on this bus matter the 
Mayor’s point of attack has again 
changed. He has endeavored in the 
past to create the impression that the 
Transit Commission was opposed to 
buses. Now the gare is that it de- 
sires to have the bus lines grabbed by 
ithe ‘traction ring.’ The plain truth of 
the matter is that in its first pronounce- 
|}ment on the transit situation—the state- 
ment of a year ago last September, out- 
lining the comprehensive transit plan— 
the commission declared in favor of 
buses ,and stated its intention to pro- 
| vide for them. Buses do have a proper 
place in any transit plan, and the com- 
mission proposes to provide for their 
festablishment. It will not, however, tol- 
erate bus operation honeycombed with 
politics and graft and constituting the 
most indecent service in the city. 

‘“‘It is also noted with interest that 
the Mayor's so-called transit plan is 
definitely shelved until after election. 
Then we can see what the people really 
think when they come to understand 
that, as a first step in it, something 
like $185,000,000 of city money must be 
paid in cash out of the olty treasury 
to the Interborough and the B. R. T.”’

WIDOW OF ‘BISHOP’ ON STAND 


Says Mrs. Carleton Told Her That 
She (Mrs. Christler) Had No 
Place In Rector’s Life.

HAVRE, Mont., Oct. 20.—Dramatic de- 
tails of events that led to the deaths 
of Mrs. Margaret Carleton and the Rev. 
Leonard Jacob Christler, pastor of St. 
Mark’s Church of the Incarnation, and 
known as the “ bishop of all outdoors,”’ 
were recited to a coroner’s jury by the 
minister’s widow previous to a verdict, 
returned early today, that the tragedy 
was brought about by temporary men- 


tal derangement on the part of Mrs. 
Carleton. 


The widow, Mrs. Anna W. Christler, in 
a calm, modulated voice, described how 
she returned to her home about 10 
o'clock last Friday evening to find @ 
light. Calling O. C. Hauge, a neighbor, 
she said she stationed him on the front 
porch while she entered. She testified 
that she found Mrs. Carleton, wife of 
former District Judge Frank Carleton, 
destroying a picture of Dr. Christler and 
admonished her for the act. The witness 
added that Mrs. Carleton ‘‘ seemed any- 
thing but in her right mind.’’ 

Finally, the widow said, she persuaded 
Mrs. Carleton to leave with her, walk- 
ing toward the town’s business section, 
where they met Dr. Christler, who was 
with the Rev. Mr. Chapman, of Butte. 
Mrs. Carleton was left downtown, she 
continued. The others returned to the 
Christler house. 

Shortly afterward, the witness said, 
Mrs. Carleton returned to the Christler 
house. Mrs. Christler hesitated in de- 
scribing the conversation after Mrs. 
Carleton rejoined them, but in answer 
to a question replied that Mrs. Carleton 
declared ‘‘that I [Mrs. Christler] had 
no place in Mr. Christler’s life.’’

Such an amend- 
ment would convert our Government 
overnight into a mobocracy under the 
leadership of the demagogues and de- 
stroy by one blow the inherent rights 
of all minorities against the possible 
tyranny of a temporary. political ma- 
jority.”’

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


A Week of Violent Reactions— 
Its. Significance in the 
Economic Situation. 


Most financial markets of the past 
week, distinct and unmistakable as 
was the trend of values, were sur- 
rounded with a curiously inconsistent 
set of circumstances. The stock mar- 
ket was falling rapidly, industriel and 
railway shares both joining in the 
downward movement; yet reports from 
the country's industry described the 
situation as the best since the late 
Spring of 1920, reports of railway traf- 
fic proved that the transportation lines 
are working to their maximum of ca- 
pacity,and announcement of increased 
dividends was being made by both 
kinds of companies. Prices were giv- 
ing way in the market for company 
bonds; yet money remained easy and 
the Federal Reserve showed increase 
in the large existing margin of unem- 

| ployed credit facilities. The old Lib- 
erty 4% per cents declined 1 to 1% 
points below par; yet half. a billion 
new United States 4% per cents, 
offered for par in cash, were applied 
for nearly three times over. 

The week's rapid decline in the stock 
market under such seemingly contra- 
dictory circumstances is not at all a 
new phenomenon. It used, indeed, to 
be a very familiar incident to the be- 
ginning of a prosperous Autumn ‘sea- 
son; the convincing explanation on all 
such occasions being that surplus bank 
resources which were not engaged dur- 
ing the quiet Summer months had! 
been borrowed on day-to-day loans by 
Wall Street speculators to bid up the 
stock market in anticipation of profit- 
able industrial activities; that much of 
this credit had been recalled by banks 
when requirements of business bor- 
rowers increased and that the stock 
speculators, seeing that they had gone 
too fast and too far, sold the stocks 
which they had been carrying. Some- 
| times the downward turn in the mar- 
| ket came In immediate connection with 
la very sharp rise in Stock Exchange 
call money rates; sometimes, as hap- 
pened in the ‘‘ war boom,’’ {it oc- 
curred almost automatically and with 
only a trifling rise in money. 

Its occurrence always raised the 
question whether expectations of trade 
| prosperity had not been grossly exag- 
gerated, or whether something else 
might not have happened which would 
prevent the prosperity from being 
‘realized at all. On occasion, one or 
both apprehensions turned out to be 
justified—in the Autumns of 1919 and 
1906, for instance. But every one re- 
members also how the same misgiv- 
ings prevailed in the war markets of 
1916 and 1915, without being in the 
least fulfilled. 

Reaction in an Autumn bond market 
is even more familiar than the 
Autumn reaction in stocks. Sometimes 
it has been ascribed to actual tighten- 
ing of money, which affected bond 
values adversely by raising the inter- 
est rate on capital (thereby automati- 
cally lowering valuation of existing 
securities) and by inducing investors 
to convert, their bonds into cash which 
they might lend in the current high 
money market. This special induce- 
ment has not existed during the pres- 
ent season. But a very well known 
element in the advance of the bond 
market since a year ago has been the 
investment {n such bonds of the actual} 
' business capital of merchants or man- 
|ufacturers, who could not use their 
personal funds in their own business| 
under the prevailing dullness. It is 
|easy enough to see how even a mod- 
erate increase of trade activity might 
make it necessary for such investors 
to realize on their bonds. 

Whether they would or would not 
reinvest such capital later on, and 
whether or not the bond market would 
revive accordingly, is apt to depend 
on the scope of trade revival, the con- 
tinuance of business activity and of 
trade demands on credit after the 
‘turn of the year.’’ But quite apart 
from reinvestment of such commercial 
capital, the test of the Treasury’s 4% 
per cent. loan has indisputably proved 
the immense reserve of other accu- 
mulated capital which, even at this 
moment, is available for investment. 
This certainly appears not less essen- 
tial a consideration if it is kept in 
mind that, out of the total $763,385, - 
000 bonds put out in the new loan, 
$252,000,000 merely represent ex- 
change for other United States bonds 
retired, while $511,385,000 will be used 
to take up other bonds maturing in 
the next six months—leaving the 

outstanding supply un- 
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| aggregate 
| changed. 
The market of the week whose 
movement might on its face have 
neerned to be more lasting in its im- 
plications was the sweeping decline in 
Continental European exchange, nota- 
bly rates on Paris. It was easy to 
draw the conclusion that the interna- 
tional position of France was being 
shaken by that country’s budget defi- 
cit, by default on the expected Ger- 
man reparation payments, by the po- 
litical disputes between France and 
her allies, and by the chaotic condi- 
tion of Continental Europe generally. 
We shall have to wait a bit, how- 
ever, before any trustworthy deduc- 
tions can be drdwn. It is not so very 
long since even sterling, after having 
reached $4 in May of 1921, fell below 
$3.54 in August, yet it now holds firm 
around $4.44. Autumn markets were 
the traditional occasion, even before 
the war, for movement of exchange 
against Europe and in favor of New 
York while our wheat and cotton ex- 
ports were being paid for; yet the re- 
verse movement was in those days 
always expected in the Spring. The 
sweep of such fluctuation is far greater 
nowadays, and it is always acceatu- 
ated by the prevalent perplexity and 
misgiving over Europe’s situation. 
Yet the underlying economic condition, 
even of Western Europe, is unques- 
tionably improving, and we have yet 


to see the recuperative economic power 
of France tested by the full play of 
events—as fit was with rather notable

India Government Asks for £20,- 
000,000, Fourth Borrowing 
in Eighteen Months.

LONDON, Oct. 29.—The_ outstanding 
feature of last week’s London stock mar- 
ket was the fall in French Government 
securities, The 5 per cent. bonds de- 
clined ‘during the week from 82% to 
29%, the 4 per cents. from 26% to 24%. 
Frénch railway sterling bonds, however, 
were relatively steady. Other declines 
connected with the movement of exchang 
included Belgian 8 per cents., which 
which have dropped back from _ the 
year’s highest of 75 3-16, to 6714. 

British Government stocks have held 
up well, and might have gone better but 
for the fall in the exchange and the ap- 
pearance of a new Indian Government 
loan for £20,000,000. This is. the fourth 
sterling loan put out for India within 
eighteen months. In April of last year, 
£7,500,000 of Indian 7 per cents. were 
offered at par; last December £10,000,000 
were issued at 5% per cent. at 93%4, and 
last June £12,500,000 in 514 per cents. 
were put out at 96. The interest rate on 
the present loan is 444 per cent., with the 
price of issue 85. The effective rate of 
interest has thus dropped nearly 2 per 
cent. since the first loan was floated. 

Owing to the large size of. the present 
loan, it is not expected that the general 
public will subscribe the full amount. 
Several other capital issues are being 
rushed out before the general election 
comes to interrupt this kind of finan- 
clal activity. Most of them are of 
the industrial class, but a Chilean Govy- 
ernment issue is expected almost imme- 
diately. It will be for £4,000,000 in 7 
per cents, and will be offered at a slight 
discount from par. 

Brazilian bonds have been very flat 
all the week, there having arisen some 
fears of default owing to the fall in the 
sterling value of the milreis.

j Bankruptcy in the matter of the Gov- 


tions is hardly open to discussion. 
It was pointed out in financial quarters 
last week that, while in the high-ex- 
change HMntente countries the service of 
the public debt now absorbs one-third 
or more of the total revenue, the last 
monthly statement of the German 
Finance Ministry shows that only one- 
fifteenth of the revenue was used for 
that purpose. 





Debt Charges Lightened by Depreciation. 


The reason for this difference is that, 
through the depreciation of her cur- 
rency, Germany has in four years re- 
duced the real burden of the outstand- 
ing public debt to a mere fraction of the 
prewar burden. Today the funded debt 
of 67,000,000,000 marks amounts in gold 
to only $16,000,000, while the floating 
debt of 528,000,000,000 marks works out 
at $132,000,000. The whole German debt 
on a gold valuation is therefore only 
$148,000,000, and the burden of annual 
interest, computed on the basis of the 
price level, is scarcely more than $18,- 
000,000. 

No important results are anticipated 
from the present Cabinet deliberations 
on finance and eurrency, from the visit 
of the Reparation Commission.

‘LONDON ON GERMAN CRISIS. 


Collapse May Be Averted—New 
British Government’s Attitude.

record of depreciation at 20,600 marks to 
the pound sterling. The fresh visit of 
the Reparation Commission to Berlin 
seems to have calmed the market to 
some extent, but only becaus2 of the 
feeling that ywnless something is now 
done Germany will take a final plunge 
into bankruptcy. 

Financial London still believes that 
complete collapse of this sort will be 
averted, but that this can only happen 
through tthe granting of a clear-cut 
moratorium to Germany and thraugh 
allied intervention for the purpose of 
introducing financial changes with a 
view to the balancing of Germany’s 
budget. It is taken for granted that 
there will be no radical departure from 
this country’s previous firm policy. in

NUMEROUS REASONS FOR 
FALL IN GERMAN MARK 


Reserve Board Ascribes It to 
Deficit, Inflation, Reparations 
and Trade Balance. 


The Federal Reserve Board’s’ bulletin 
for October ascribes the greatly accéler- 
ated fall in the German mark chiefly to 
the German budget, to reparations, to 
the balance of trade and to the flight of 
capital from Germany. Regarding the 
budget, the bulletin remarks that a 
deficit will be shown for the fiscal year 
1922-1923 amounting to 208,000,000,000 
paper marks, but that the actual deficit 
will be much larger because of the re- 
cent depreciation of the mark. Since 
the German public is unable to absorb 
the resultant treasury bills put out by 
the Government, they must be absorbed 
by the Reichsbank, with consequent in- 
crease in the amount of paper notes out- 
standing. 

The fnfluence of reparations payments 
on the fall in the mark is at present 
chiefly ascribed to deliveries in kind, 
such as coal—deliveries which require 
Germany to import gold for its own 
uses, thus further increasing the un- 
favorable trade balance. Regarding this 
adverse balance of trade, it is calculated 
that during the sixteen months from 
May, 1921, to August, 1922, inclusive, the 
net surplus of imports into Germany 


over exports from that country amount- 
ed to 31,837,314,000 marks. 

A part of this balance has been offset 
by expenditures of tourists in Germany 
during the last two years. But most of 
it. must have been settled by sale of 


}marks, securities, and tangible property 


to foreign holders. These sales, how- 
ever, it is pointed out, served less to 
balance the foreign trade account than 
to shift capital from Germany to other 
countries. 

The bulletin states that the total 
amount of capital sent out of Germany 
cannot safely be estimated in old 
values, but asserts as a well-known fact 
that funds valued at many millions of 
gold marks have been transferred to 
other countries in order to escape the 
effects of depreciated currency, heavy 
taxation and forced loans in Germany, 
The conclusion of the Reserve Board 
on this point is that, ‘‘ while German 
Government officials state that stabili- 
gation of German currency and finance 
is impossible without a foreign loan, 
German nationals, by buying banknotes 
of these countries practically extend 
huge non-interest-bearing loans to for- 
eign countries such as the United States 
and Switzerland.”’

Orders for 10,000 Cars and 
Hundreds of Locomotives Re- 
flect the New Bustle. 


SALES HEAVIER ALL AROUND 


Present View of the Grain Trade 
‘Regarding Further Rise 
In Prices. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Improvement is 
noticeable in all lines, and the volume 
ef business under way throughout the 
West is the largest of the year. Trans- 
portation restricts deliveries, but at the 
same time it is necessary to buy com- 
modities ahead to a greater extent to 
insure supplies when needed. The Rock 
Island road is to spend $8,000,000 for 
new equipment. 

Railroads of the country are inquir- 
ing for more than 16,000 new cars, West- 
ern lines alone asking for 10,000 in ad- 
dition to several hundred locomotives. 
The steel industry is operating at an in- 
crease to 80 per cent. or better. There 
is a slight easing in values on a few 
lines of finished steel. Car builders 
have difficulty in securing steel plates. 
Motor truck delivery is béing used ex- 
tensivéely on short hauls, which relieves 
the railroads and enables consumers 
to get supplies more readily. 

The movement of coal is about nor- 
mal. Fuel supplies have increased and 
coal values have weakened consider- 
ably. The Burlington Railroad set a 
new record for coal loadings from 
Southern Illinois during the week—1,315 
cars in a day—and for the system, 1,772 
cars, or 88,600 tons. 

Buying of all kinds of merchandise is 
of satisfactory volume and exceeds last 
year. Sales of dry goods, clothing and 
shoes for Spring delivery are ahead of 
last year. Men's:shoes are to cost 25 to 
50 cents a pair more and women's 50 
to 75 cents more at wholesale, owing 
to the advance in prices of raw mate- 
rials. Retail and mail order trade has 
enlarged. 

Traffic is at record volume on many 
the leading railroad systems, par- 
ticularly the Santa Fe which is han- 
dling 17 per cent. more than it did last 
while on other roads, gains are 
3 to 8 per cent. The Rock Island alone 
has less business than last year, its 
for twenty-five days this 
month decreasing 6,010 cars. 

Grain traffic on Western railroads for 
the week aggregated 25,359,000 bushels— 
a decrease of 2,000,000 bushels from the 
previous week, but a gain of 38 per 
cent. over last year and of 17 per cent 
over the five-year average. Efforts are 
being made to secure a better car sup- 
ply for grain shippers, and the Balti- 
more & Ohio is moving 500 grain cars 
to Chicago, while other roads are de- 
livering cars to Western connections. 

A very radical bullish view of the 
grain situation is taken by some of the 
leading local operators and commission 
houses, and only the lack of general 
speculation is regarded as standing in 
the way of an advance of 20 cents per 
bushel in wheat and 10 cents in corn 
above the prevailing level. 

Statistically the gituation the 
over is regarded as very strong, and 
there jis no material pressure of cash 
grain in any of the American markets, 
and reports are commencing to be re- 
ceived indicating that farm reserves of 
red Winter are relatively light.

SOUTH'S VIEW OF THE 
HIGH COTTON MARKET 


Spinners Believed to Have Real- 
ized the Impending Shortage 
of Supplies. 


THE TALK OF 30 CENTS 


Advance Was Checked by Early 


Marketing, but Planters Now 
Sald to Be Storing Cotton. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 29.—With cot- 
ton dealt in at the present time both for 
spot sale and future delivery at 28% 
cents per pound, or $20 a bale.above the 
prices that prevailed a little more than 
& month ago, and the highest since 
1920, it is apparent that the effect of 
a short crop and the prospective scar- 
city of supplies later on are now being 
fully realized. It has been known from 
the beginning of the season that the 
crop would be short, not much over 10,- 
000,000 bales, but spinners both at home 
and abroad have been counting on the 
heavy early deliveries, made possible by 
an early maturing crop and exceptional 
weather for picking and ginning, to 
keep prices down and even force a 
temporary decline through the pressure 
upon producers to sell in order to meet 
their more pressing obligations. 


As a result of this policy the natural | 


selling of ‘‘ hedges’’ against a rapidly 
moving crop were not absorbed as read- 
ily or as eagerly as was expected; for 
not only did spinners hold aloof, but 
the outside public, usually eager to aoc- 
cord speculative support to any commod- 


ity promising prefits, pursued an in- 


different policy. They were probably in- 
fluenced by the indifference of spinners, 

e parties with the greatest interests at 
stake. 

Attitude ef the Spinners. 

The past week or ten days have 
changed all this. The mills, both do- 
mestic and foreign, awoke to a realiza- 
tion that they were confronted by an 
almost certain cotton famine; hence 
they have not only been active buyers 
of spots in Southern markets, but have 
also absorbed freely all available con- 
tracts in the future markets, thus pro- 
viding insurance against future needs, 
which they did not find it convenient 
to cover at once in the spot market. 
Seeing the spinners buying froely, the 


outside public aléo took hold, with the} 


result that the professional traders of 
bullish propensities have been 


bringing about a brea 


existence in the market of a very 

short ‘‘ hedge interest,’’ which m 
bought back during December and later 
months, the contract market is believed 
to be in a very healthy technical posi- 
tion, which gives at least some plausi- 
bility to the claim made by many trad- 
ers that prices will go to 25 cents a 
pound, perhaps ultimately even to 30 
cents, and that reactionary periods will 
be few and of short duration. 


Believed 70 Per Cent. Already Ginned. 
The ginnings reported by the Govern- 


ment up to Oct. 18 were the largest 
since the war; but the trade has become 
convinced that these ginnings represent 
fully 70 per cent. of the crop and that 
consequently the total weld of lint cot- 
ton will not differ materially from the 
Government's last forecast of 10,135,000 
bales. Such-a crop, augmented by the 
linter supply of say 500,000 bales and 
the carry-over of 4,904,000 on Aug. 1, 
would give a total supply of American 
cotton of 15,539,000 bales. Since the 
world’s consumption last year was 12,- 
804,000 bales of American, it is com- 
monly assumed that it will be as large 
this season and possibly alittle larger, 
for American mills are running well 
ahead of last year. It therefore looks 
to the South as if the season will end 
with a carry-over of barely 2,500,000 
bales unless consumption be checked by 
materially higher prices. Anythin 
under 5,000,000 bales in the way o 
carry-over is regarded by the trade as 
a scarcity of supplies. 

It is not considered astonishing, then 
that producers, Le an J convinced that 
rices will go materially higher, are 
olding back and storing a very con- 
siderable amount of cotton. Some esti- 
mates place this amount as high as 
2,000,000 bales. The sale of the first 
rush of the crop at good prices has 
enabled the farmers to meet their debts, 
and, as a result, the entire cotton re- 
ion is in better financial condition 
han it has enjoyed in several years, 
Moreover, the banks are extending: the 
most liberal sort of assistance in hold- 
ing the crop. This is why the South 
does not deem it at all unreasonable ta 
expect prices to go to 80 cents.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The neces- 
sity’? for the adoption of some plan for 
the..storage of bituminous coal so that 
the industry might be placed upon & 
basis: of continuous employment was 
stretsed todag by the United Mine 
Workers of America in a communication 
addressed to the President’s Fact Find- 
ing ~ Commission. 

This. recommendation is in line with 
the:‘suggestions made by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, who has contended 
sinte ‘taking office that the solution of 
the soft coal situation lay in the adop- 
tion’ of some plan which would make 
the. storage of this fuel possible. Mr. 
Hoover has maintained a position which 
has*led many to believe that this end 
could be accomplished, despite the state- 
ments to the contrary which have been 
made by some of the operators. 

The compiaint of the United Mine 
Workers as rendered to the Fact Find- 
ing Commission is based largely .on their 
assertion that the industry is over capl- 
taliged: that the middleman gets too 


large & percentage of the profit, and 
that the miners are not given continu- 
ous“ employment. They suggest also 
that an investigation be made of the 
wage question, but it is evident that the 
Wage problem is interwoven with the 
problem of giving the miners steady em- 
oyment. No very strenuous protest 
mace against wage conditions. 

In presenting their views as to the 
“ ownership and title to the mines ’’ the 
United Mine Workers of America pre- 
sent these arguments: 

“ The commission should, through its 
ownm avenues, investigate the extent to 
which absentee ownership prevails in 
the coal industry.

OLDEST RAILROAD MAN 
PASSES 99TH BIRTHDAY 


L. F, Thompson of Parkersburg, 
W. Va., Pensioned 22 Years 
Ago by B. & O. Road. 


The oldest railroad employe in the 
United States, according to the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Company, is L. 
F¥. Thompson of Parkersburg, W. Va., 
who celebrated his ninety-ninth birth- 
day on Sept. 22. .This means that he is 


| the oldest road in the country. 


Ohio for sixty-five years and was pen- 
sioned by the company in 1900, twenty- 
two years ago. 

Mr. Thompson started his career as a 
teacher, and in 1848 he became an in- 


lege, a position he held until he was 
forced in 1857 to seek outdoor employ- 
ment because of his health. 

As brakeman he started his long 
railroad career !n 1857 on the Northwest 
Virginia Railroad, between Grafton and 
Parkersburg, W. Va., which had just 
been completed, later becoming part of 
the Baltimore & Ohio. In 1860 he was 
promoted to freight conductor, 
during the Civil War period he was a 
passenger conductor. e records show 
that his train transported the regiment 
of Union soldiers to Webster which en- 
gaged in the first land battle of the 
war, at Philippt, W. Va., May 28, 
1861. Since 1862 Mr. Thompson has

(OPRLAND PREDICTS 
BIG POLISH EPIDEMIC 


Declares Measures Must Be 
Taken to Prevent Spread 
of Diseases Here. 


STRESSES HOSPITAL NEED 


‘ 


Would Rather Have $50,000 to Ald 
Stricken Land Than to Be 
Elected Senator. 


Dr. Royal 8S. Copeland, Commissioner 
of Health, and Democratic candidate for 
United States Senator, discussed health 
here and abroad yesterday at the Twen- 
ty-third Street Y. M. C. AL 

“Nov. 7 is my birthday, and it is 
also election day, and as all, of you 
probably know, I am a candidate for 
United States Senator, but I’d rather 
have somebody give me $50,000 to send 
to the Poles to build hospitals than to 
be elected Senator,’’ said Commissioner 
Copeland. “Fifty thousand dollars 
spent that way would save Poland and 
might save the world. 

‘During the World War and the 
Polish-Russian struggle of three years, 
3,500,000 Polish captives were carried 
into Russia. These prisoners were 
finally returned over seven routes to dif- 
ferent points. I was present and In- 
spected the first train to arrive, carry- 


ing 1,300 men who had been in cattle 
cars for eight months. All were starv- 
ing and seased. Another train of 
2,600 lost 2,000 lives by death on the 
route, . 

‘‘ As there were no hospitals to care 
for the diseased survivors at these jit- 
ferent points of arrival, they were al- 
lowed to mingle with the population 
thus spreading infection everywhere. t 
believe there will be a great epidemic in 
Poland this Winter. If it gets started 
in Poland, it will spread into Germany, 
then to England, and to this country. 
This situation shows the pressing neces- 
sity on our part of ge measures to 
guard the United States from the dan- 
ger of contagious diseases.”’ 

Dr. Copeland asserted that diseases 
and epidemics spread with . greater 
rapidity because of modern speed in 
commumication and means of travel. A 
national example of this, he said, was 
seen in the spread of influenza from 
army camps in 1918, While = at 
Geneva last Summer, Commissioner 
Copeland asserted that Dr. Racjman, 
who is connected with the League of 
Nations, had informed him that a re- 
liable medical authority had stated thers 
were 30,000,000 cases of,typhus in Rus- 
sia during the preceding“four years, and 
9,000,000 deaths. 

“The post of Health Commissioner 
here provides opportunity for a great 
work" said Dr. Copeland. ‘‘ The birtns 
in this city reach 137,000 a year. In 
1891 the death rate for babfes under 
one year was 241 in a thousand, which 
}had been-.reduced to 71 last year.’’ He 
; referred to Nathan Straus’s aid in ac- 
complishing this. Dr. Copeland said iis 
ambition was to help in promoting 
{longevity in this country. Within fifty 
years the average span of life had in- 
creased from 42 to 58 years, and he sald 
there was no reason why this longevity 
should not be developed to 80 or 100 
years.
